When examining 
your roof, pay attention to 
allits constituent parts, This 
includes skylights. chim- 
neys. plumbing stacks, 
drains and flashing as well 
as the roofing material it- 
self. 

When the roof ts 
pitched or, sloped, you 
should also closely exam- 
ine any cavestroughing or 
gutters to make sure they 
are clean, the joints are tight, 
the gutter slopes to the 
downspout -and_ the 
cavestrough ts firmly at- 
tached to the caves. 

Asphalt shingles for 
pitched roofs come in vary- 
ing degrees of durability. 
Some are guaranteed for 
only 19 to 15 years, while 
others are guaranteed for 
up to 25 years. 

Shingles and slates 
form a waterproof cover- 

ing because they are in- 
stalled so the shingles over- 
lap the row of shingles be- 
low them.

top of the first row. This 
means that the joint between 
each shingle in the first row 
is covered by the bottom of 
the shingle in the second 
row and so on. 

Asphalt shingles are 
designed to be held in place 
two ways. They are nailed 
in place at the top of the 
shingle and on each corner 
at the bottom of the shingle 
there is an adhesive tab that 
holds it to the course of shin- 
gles under it. The adhesive 
tabs melt with the sun and 
bond to the shingles they 
rest on. 

Shingles are pro- 
tected by a granular coating 
of crushed stone on their 
surface. This helps to re- 
flect the ultraviolet rays of 
the sun from the shingle. 
Without the coating, UV 
rays would attack the as- 
phalt and cause it to dete- 
rrorate. 

While individual 
shingles cansometimes lose 
their grip and need to be 
replaced, shingles usually 
only need to be replaced-at 
the end of their lifespan. It 
is easy to tell when this hap- 
pens. The adhesive bond on 
the comers breaks down and 
the shingles start to lose their 
granular coating. Eventu- 
ally they start to warp and 
curl. At this point they 
should be replaced. 

Individual shingles 
sometimes need to be re- 
placed because they have 
come loose in a high storm 
or because a tree branch has 
rubbed against them. Any 


branches that rub against a_ 


roof should be trimmed off.

Flashing is the metal 
used to join two separatc 
building elements, such as 
roof tochimney, skylight to 
roof, orexterior wall toroof. 

It is imperative to 
keep it in good order. It 
should be kept well caulked 
and painted with a paint de- 
signed for metal surfaces 
onaregular basis. Any signs 
of rust should be removed 
immediately with a steel 
brush and the offending area 
painted. 

Small holes can be 
patched with sheet metal 
then sealed with caulk. 
However, if the flashing 
looks at all close to the end 
of its days_it should be hus- 
tled of f to the boneyard and 
replaced.

from it to see the whole 
structure. Binoculars will 
help. 

To examine a flat 
roof, however, you have to 
climb up on it. If you are at 
all leery of heights. this 
should be left to a profes- 
sional roofer. 


Once againthe flash- . 


ing, vents and skylights 
should be closely inspected. 
Any leaves, twigs or detri- 
tus should be removed. The 
central drain should be clear 
and have a metal basket or 
cover installed to prevent it 
from becoming clogged. 

Tar and gravel flat 
roofs are a combination of 
tar paper that is laid, then 
covered in hot tar. Usually 
there will be five to seven 
layers of tarpaper, witheach 
layer covered by a coating 
of tar. The finished product 
is held in place by a protec- 
tive layer of crushed stone 
that acts as ballast. 

The crushed stone 


_ also protects the tar from 


degradation by ultraviolet 
rays. The gravel should be 
spread evenly over the root 
and. if it looks as if any has 
blown away. it should be 
replaced. Use a flexible gar- 
den rake tospread the gravel 
evenly. 

When bubbles start 
to form on tar and gravel 
roofs, it means The tar coat- 
ing has separated from the 
tar paper and the roof should 
be replaced. 

Another sign of trou- 
ble that should trigger a pro- 
fessional inspection is moss 
growing on the roof, be- 
cause it indicates deteriora-

| Police re-open examination into death of 11-year-old | 


Underwater unit searches 
Bay of Quinte for vehicle 


Trenton--The OntarioProvincial Police, Quinte West Police and Port Hope police, are 
continuing an investigation into the death of 1 1-,ear-old Brian Thorpe in 1967. 

Brian was last seen talking to a man driving a light-coloured station wagon in the 
evening of Feb. 8th, 1967. On May 21 st. 1967, the nude body of Thorpe was found washed 
up on the shore of Lake Ontario, west of Port Hope, about 75 kilometres from Trenton. 

Information received by the West Quinte Police Services reported the vehicle in 
question was driven onto the ice and sunk in the Bay of Quinte shortly after Thorpe’s 
disappearance. The investigation has been re-activated and numerous witnesses, back to 


1967. have been re-interviewed in efforts.to solve the case. 


At present, the OPP Underwater Search and Recovery Unet (USRU) in on the Bay of 
Quinte employing a new device known as a Side Scan Sonar. This device allows the 
operator to search a large body of water and penetrate through silt and mud to locate 


objects. 


Should the USRU be successful in locating the station wagon, the vehicle will be 
removed and subjected to forensic examination in an attempt to locate further evidence .

About 
the only difference this new 
model has made in my life is 
that i don“t have to turn the 
dish during cooking. Alsol 
tend to freeze up whenever 
Ihave todecide which power 
setting to use and whether 
to go automatic or manual, 
So be advised. Think 
twice before you buy the 
deluxe model with all the 
trimmings. You might be 
better off with the standard 
type model. They may cost 
more than any other appli 
ance in your home. But buy 
one, they were made for 
people in wheelchairs. 
Firstof all, they don’t get 
hot. This means that you can 
throw away that ointment 
for burns for everytime you 
take something out of the 
oven. ; 
Second, you don’t have 
pots and pans to wash. You 


. can cook rightinthe serving. 


dish and if youdon twantto 
wash that either, you can 
cook on paper plates. 

Also it’s easy to keep 
clean. Itsits atthe nghtlevel 
forthose in wheelchairs. And 
best of all, the door opens 
sideways instead of up and 
down so you can gel up 
close to whatever you're 
cooking.

Italsodoes alotof useful 
things besides shortening the 
cooking time of meals.
